27 And he took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and gave it to chem, ſay- 
ing, Dꝛink pe all of it: 

28 Foz this is my bloud of the 
new teſtament which is thed fo 
many foꝛ the remiſſion of fins. 

29 But J lay unto you, J will 
not d2ink hencefoꝛth of this fruit of 
the vine, until that day when J

30 And when they had ſung an 
hymn, they went out into the mount 
of Oltbes. 

31 Then ſaith Jeſus unto them,

32 But after J am riſen again, 
I will go befoze yon into Galilee. 

33 Peter anſwered and ſaid un-

35 Peter ſaid unto him, Though 
J ſhould die with thee. pet will J 
not deny thee. Likewiſe alſo (ſaid 
all the diſciples,

37 And he togk with him Pe⸗

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49 And fozthwith he came to 
Jeſus, and ſaid, Hail Maſter; and 
kiſſed him. 1 

70 And Telus ſaid unto him, 
Friend, wherefoze art thou come:

67 Then did they ſpit in his 
face, and buffeted him, and others 
_ him with the palms of their 

anos, 

68 Saving, Pꝛopheſie unto us, 
= CThailt, who is he that ſmote 
ee: | 
69 (Now Peter ſat without 
in the palace : and a damſel came 
unto him, ſaying, Thou allo waſt 

with Jeſus of Galilee, 

70 But he denied befoze them 
all, ſaying, J know not what thou 
ſaveſt. 1 
71 And when he was gone out 
into the poꝛch, another maid ſaw 
him, and ſaid unto them that were 
there, This fellow wag alſo with 
Jeſus of Nazareth. 


72 And again he dented with 


an oath, J do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came un- 
to him they that ſtood by, and ſald 
to Peter, Surely thou alſo art one 
of them, to thy (peech bewzapeth 
thee, 

74 Then began he to curſe and 
to wear, ſaying, J know not the 
man. Aud immediately the cock 
75 And 
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75 And Peter remembzed the 
words of Jeſus, which {aid unto 
him, Befoze the cock crow, thou 
thalt deny me thztce.

Wered nothing 

13 Then ſaith Pilate unts him, 
Heareſt thou not how many things 
they witnels againſt thee ? 

14 And he aniwered him to ne- 
yer a wozd, inſomuch that the go⸗ 
vernour marvelled greatly. 

Is Now at that feaſt the gover⸗ 
nour was wont to releaſe unto the 
people a v2ifoner, whom they wonld 

16 And they had then a notabig 
pziſoner, called Barabbas. 

17 Therefoze when they were 
gathered together, Pilate ſatd unto 
them, Mhom will ye that J re- 
leaſe unto vou? Barabbasg, oz Je- 
(us, which is called Chꝛiſt: 

18 Foz he knew that foz envy 
they had delivered him. 

19 C When he was ſet down on 
the judgment⸗ſeat, his wife ſent 
unto him, ſaying, Vave thou no- 
thing to do with that juſt man: 
fo2 J have ſuffered many things 
this day in a dꝛeam, becauſe of him. 

20 But the chief pꝛieſts and 
elders perſwaded the multitude 
that they ſhould aſk Barabbas, and 
deftroy Jeſus, * 

21 The governour an\wered and 
ſaid unto them, Whether of the 
twain will ye that J releaſe nnts 
vou: Theylaid, Barabbas. 

22 Pilate ſaith unto them, 
What ſhall J vo then with Jeſus, 
which is calledThuſt? They all{ay 
unto him, Let him be crucified. * 

23 And the governour (aid, 
Why, what evil hath he done: 
But they cried out the moze, ſav: 
ing, Let him be crucified. 

24 C Chen Pilate ſaw that 
he could prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he too? 
water, and waſhed his hands bez 
foze the multitude, (ſaying, J am 
innocent of the bloud of this juſt 
perſon : ſee ve to it. - 

25 Then anfwered all the pes⸗ 
ple, and ſaid, His blond be on us, 
and 9n our childzen. 

26 C Then releaſed he Barabbas 


unto them: and when he had ſconr- 
ged eſus, He delivered him to be 
crucified. 

27 Then the fouldiers of the go⸗ 
vtrnour took Jeſus into the com⸗ 
mon hall, and gathered unto him 
the whole band of ſouldters.
